Thus, in Washington especially, citizens' as- 
sociations such as the FBA are a means--some- 
times the only means--of fulfilling our "fourth 
dimensional" needs. You have the right to "ask not 
what I can do for the Association, but what the As- 
sociation can do for me." The Association will try 
to answer this question for you in greater detail on 
Monday night.
